Washington, Augus 25.—The 
United States government has ap- 
proached Poland on the subject of 
going beyond her eastern borders in 
following up the retreating bolshe- 
vists, it was announced officially 
today by the state department. Po- 
l‘and@’s reply. it !s said authorita- 
tively. has turned out to be acquies- 
cent and friendly to the sentiments 
expressed by the United States.

STAGGERING PLOT 
TO BUY PRESIDENCY 


Democratic Nominee Al- 

so Flays Senatorial Ol- 
igarchy for Opposing the 
League and Trying to 
Annex Office of Chief 
Executive. 


Evansville, Ind., August 25.—Evi- 
dence of “a deliberate conspiracy to 
buy the presidency” was promised 
today by Governor Cox in addresses 
rallying southern Indiana demorcra- 
cy. Amplifying his charges that an 
enormous republican. campaign fund 
was being raised, the democratic 
presidential candidate declared that 
in his address tomorrow night at 
Pittsburge he would produce evi- 
dence “regarding the republican 
leaders that convicts eevry mother’s 
son of them.” ot 

“When the size of the chmbatgn! 
fund is understood,’ he sald, “the 
sensibilities of the people will be 
staggered. You know what my 
charges have been. You know what 
reply Chairman Hays (of the repub- 


licam national committee) and his 


associates have given. I ask you 
only to wait until tomorrow night, 
and I will produce evidence that 
vonvicts every mother’s son of them 
—evidence of a deliberate plot that 
has been carried into eevry county 
of America in a plot and consplracy 
to buy the presidency of the United 
States. But it can't be done.” 
Governor Cox’s declaration was 
made late today at Prificet Ind., 
and reiterated again here tonight. 
It was cheered by audiences of 
thousands of persons tna tumultu- 
ous day of campaigning. 

Denounces Separate Peace. 

Prefacing his new promise to ex- 
pose republican finances, Governor 
Cox stated that he was not the 
“apostle of disaster.” adding, “but T 
am here to leave tn your minds the 
most firm and deep-rooted impres- 
sion that I can, that the most! dan- 
gerous symtpom that has beon man- 
ifested in America in the last fifty 
yearsis the attempt of the senato- 
rial oligarchy to reach out and take 
possession of our government.” Re- 
publican campaign financing, he 
said. was quite as dangerous. 
“The senatorial oligarchy” was 
flayed unsparingly: by Governor Cox, 
also, for tts opposition to the league 
of nations, and he reiterated chargés 
that it had selected the republjcan 
nominee, dictated a meaningless 
platform and it was “trying to an- 
nex the presidency.” 
The governor’s audience at 
Princeton, including large delega- 
tions from several nearby counties, 
overflowed the Gibson county fair 
grounds amphitheater, estimated 
to hold about*5.000 persons. Another 
large audience applauded him to- 
nightat the Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Memorjal hall here. Parades at 
both cities, a luncheen and a ban- 
quet, informal receptions and hand- 
shaking galore kept the governor 
busy until his train left tonight for 
the long jump to Pittsburg. Many 
Indiana democratic candidates spent 
the day with the governor. and he 
urged their election. 

The league again was prominent 
in the governor's address. He de- 
nounced the alleged proposal of 
Senator Harding, his republican. op- 
ponent for separate peace with Ger- 
many as “monstrous and unthink- 
able.” and urged the league to “keep 
faith with our American soldiers and 
the allies.” 

Views on Reservations. 

Governor Cox also amplified his 
views league reservations, the 
democratic platform, he said, does 
not “assume an unbending atti- 
tude.” 

“We will accept any  (reserva- 
tions) that will work to the cause 
of world peace,” he said, “but will 
reject any that will work har mor 
injury to the cause of world-wide 
peace.” : 

Governor Cox declared for condi- 
tional entrance into the league of 
Germany. Russia and Turkey. 

“When it is properly perfected,” 
he sald, “I favor the admission of 
Germany. I favor the admission of 
Russia. when both countries have 
established an orderly government. 
I favor the admission of even Tur-

The statement sald: 

Herd of Wet Votes. 

“It seems quite clear to me that 
the friends of Senator Harding have 
overworked his meager prohibition 
recor? and have left an idle inef- 
ficiency, a perfectly good and healthy 
herd of wet votes which decorate 
his congressional record. For in- 
stance, he vated against prohibition 
in the District of Columbia. He 
also voted against prohibition in 
Porto Rteo. Moreover he cast sev- 
eral votes against war-time prohl- 
bition, spoke at length against it 
and 1] have been unable to find any 
case in which he supported it. 

“In August, 1917, he supported 
the Reed amendment which. pro- 
vided that congress should have no 
power to enforce the Eighteenth 
amendment until it had made pro- 
vision for compensating liquor 
manufacturers and dealers for the 
loss sustained by them through the 
closing of théir business. It was 
Senator Harding who introduced the 
six-year clause, which the wets con- 
fidently' prophesied would defeat 
the meastire, his vote for the sub- 
mission of the amendment was ac- 
companied by a speeeh in which he 
announced his opposition to it, and 
his vote was merely his consent to 
allow the people of the several 
states to settle the question. 

Veted Against Laber. 

“Lynn Haines, of Washington, in 
a review of Senator Harding’s con- 
gtessional record credits him with 
thirty wet votes during his incum- 
buncy of the senatorship, and inci- 
dentally states that he was, absent 
or dodged 1,163 roll call@\and quo- 
rum calls. 

“Mr. Haines also pointed out that 
he ‘has voted against every amend- 
ment to the revenue to increase the 
tax on profiteering and large-in- 
comes,.and opposed publicity of 
profiteering figures. He further re- 
cords him as voting with capital 
and against labor in every impor- 
tant test on that issue, and also as 
opposing public ownership in every 
form. He spoke and voted for con- 


scription as a permanent policy; op- 


posed a referendum as to future 
wars; opposéd adequate appropria- 
tions_for the federal trade commis- 
sion; opposed the abolition of secret 
sessions of the sen@e; opposed pffii- 
ippine independence, and supported 
woman suffrage only after much 
reluctance and indecision. He seem- 
ed to be permanently parked with 
Lodge, Ponrose, Smoot and Brande- 
gee on most of the issues of out- 
standing interest to the natior.”

Reserve Board Predicts

Cost of Fuel Falls at Bal- 
timore as Federal Agents 
Gather Evidence of the 

. Alleged Combination of 
Dealers. 


Washington, August 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Forecast of a 
tumble in coal prices was made by 
department of justice officials to- 
day coincident with the eannounce- 
ment of “renewed activity” in the 
campaign against coal profiteers. 
With production on the increase? 
prediction was made that the coal 
market would follow sugar prices 
in a break in the near future. 

Prices already “have dropped at 
Baltimore, where the federal agents 
started yesferday to gather evidence 
against an allegd combination of 
déalers who.were declared to have 


*boosted prices through repeated re- 


sales. A similar attack on profi- 
teers has been ordered at Hampton 
Roads, one of the largest hunker- 
ing stations on the eastern sea- 
board. Complaints have come fre+ 
quently from there and from Balti- 
more, it was said. 
Exoerbitant Prices Reported, 

Although interior points have re- 
ported exorbitant coal prices in 
many instances it was stated that 
the “flagrant violations of the 
Léver law were confined largely -to 
the Atlantic coast. The department 
will press its Investigations at all 
points, however, as a part of the 


‘program outlined Monday when the 


attorney genéral instructed a))] Unit- 
ed States attorneys to delve into 
the coal price situation more deep- 
ly on the basis of information that 
Pyramiding of prices had been ac- 
complished through intra-trade 
Sales, 

The department’s hands are tied 
at Philadelphia by a court order 
restraining the United States at- 
torney from prosecuting profiteers 
under the Lever law, which was 
held to be unconstitutional by the 
court there. But the court will not 
Stay the gathering: of evidence, ac- 
cording to H. S. Mitchell, special as- 
sistant to the attorney general, who 
is directing the campaign. Mr. 
Mitchell believed public sentiment 
had begun to react against coal prof- 
iteers to the extent that it would 
force a lowering of prices. The 
break in quotations at Baltimore, 
together with expected reductions 
at other points was expected to 
mean a@ real benefit to the econ- 
sumer. 

: ,Drop Is Impending. 

Federal reserve board officials re- 
ported indications also of an im- 
Pending drop in the coal market 
Their information was that trans- 
nortation conditions with respect to 
coal had improved and a better dis- 
tribution, therefore. was being had. 
This, of itself, in the opinion of 
department of justice officials, 
should aid the price reduction move- 
ment. The reserve board officials 
Said the empty bins. made so by 
the bituminous miners’ strike and 
later by the railroad walk-out and 
freight jam, were again stocked. 
They did not believe the storage of 
this sert of stock was entirely up 
to normal, but based on recent Te- 
Dorts, the void was rapidly filled. 

Temporary conditions have handi- 
capped certain sections of the coun- 
try with respect to their regular 
SUuPDly with the result, accerding 
to Mr. Mitchell] that higher prices 
have been asked. Federal  attor- 
neys at these places, however. were 
said to be in close touch with such 
Situations and were prepared to act 
when there was evidence of dealers 
having taken advantage of the 
shortage.

Decatur, Ala., August 25.—Ratifi- 
cation of the woman suffrage 
amendment by the state of Tennes- 
see has not been properly certified 
to Secretary of State Colby, accord- 
ing to Representative F. S. Hall, of 
Nashville, leader of the insurgent 
legislators who have come here to 
break the quorum in the Tennessee 
house. 

Mr. Hall declared that Governor 
Roberts had merely “certified a copy 
of the house journal.” 

The legalrequiremetns, he stated, 
had not been complied with, and the 
decument sent to Washington by 
the governor will not be sufficient 
to warrant a proclamation from 
the office of the secretary of state. 

Other members of the party 
pressed doubts that the ratification 
could be effected. 

No indication as to the length of 
their stay in Alabama was given 
early today by the insurgent legis- 
lators.

It is understood that the first 
thing to be discussed at the meeting 
of the supreme council is the draft- 
ing of a note to Poland, signed by 
all the premiers, asking Poland to 
keep her armies within her ethno- 
graphical frontiers. 

“There is nothing like a- military 
victory to clear up the political at- 
mosphere,” an oficial of the foreign 
office tad the Associated Press to- 
day. 

The speech delivered last night by
